SUBJECT: Correctionsto Calculation of Federal Fiscal Year (FY) 2001 I npatient Payment
Amounts

Subsequent to the October 30, 2000 installation of Inpatient PPS PRICER in the FISS system and
the October 4, 2000 installation of Inpatient PPS PRICER in the APASS system (see Program
Memorandum (PM) A-00-75, October 13, 2000), further corrections have been made to certain area
wage index values used in calculating inpatient payment amounts. The wage index corrections
included in this PM are effective for discharge dates on or after December 1, 2000 and before
October 1, 2001. In addition to the wage index corrections, the intermediary for provider 52-0018
must correct the ho%%;(t)al 'S OIgbegfgraphic classification for the standard amount. For discharges on or
after December 1, 2000 an ore October 1, 2001, provider 52-0018 is reclassified to Metropolitan
Statistical Area (MSA) 5120 for the standard amount.

This PM also corrects errors found in the pre-reclassified wage index. Changes to the éore
reclassified wage index impact the wage index values used for the Skilled Nursing Facility (SNF)
Prospective Payment System (PPS). The following three corrections to the SNF PPS wage indexes
are effective for payments to SNFs on or after December 1, 2000 and before October 1, 2001. The
W?Ae\ index value for SNFs |located in MSA 19 Rural Louisiana, is changed from 0.7668 to 0.7681.
MSA 0220 Alexandria, LA, isrevised from 0.8151 to 0.8123, and MSA 3760 Kansas City, KS-MO,
is changed from 0.9509 to 0.9527.

For users of both systems, claims with discharge dates on or after December 1, 2000 should be held
until the new software is installed and then released for processing. Rural Home Health
Intermediaries should place priority on the processing of Requests for Anticipated Payments for
Home Health Agencies.

The following corrected hospital inpatient wage index vaues (and the above SNF wage index
values) are included in the new PRICER software, version 011 (v.011), expected to be installed by
November 30, 2000.
